PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.— Pour work- 


men were suffocated yesterday afternoon 
by sulphuric acid gas at the Phillips 
chemicals works on the outskirts of Cam- 
den, N. 3. The victims were Joseph 
Devlin, JamM Mullen, Andrew Adler and, 
George Garrison. 


The ashes had been put in and Mullen 


went into the retort to smooth them over. 
It is supposed the coal gas from the twin 
retort escaped in some manner through 
the flue, for he was overcome in the bot- 
tom of the retort. 


Delvln went to his assistance and was 


also overcome. The other two men went 
to see what was the matter. The men 
were hauled out by ropes and taken to 
the hospital. Mullen, Devlin and Adler 
were dead and Garrison died soon after 
he reached tke hospital. 


The four were ooaling up the retort 


which was connected to another building 
by a flue. In the manufacture of the 
deadly acid it is necessary to cover the 
pates of the retorts with a layer of ashes 
In order that small pea coal may not fall 
tt rough.

At the recent session of congress the 


house ot representatives directed the 
committee on ways end means to Inves- 
tigate the alleged invasion of American 
markets by cheap Japanese products 
and to make an inquiry as to whether 
tbe difference or exchange between 
Japan and the United States gives tin 
Japanese manufacturers an advantage 
over those of this country. After carefnl 
inquiry into the subject Chairman Ding- 
ley of the committee prepared a report, 
stating that no articles ot importance 
made in Japan outside of cheap silks, 
matting, rugs. etc. , have as yet invaded 
the markets of tbe United States, but 
that with greater industrial develop- 
ment Japanese competition may be ex- 
pected to increase. In regard to the ef- 
fects of the difference of exchange owing 
to the faot tbat Japan it a silver using 
country and tbat two Japanese yen (dol- 
lars) are only worth one United States 
dollar, Mr. Dlngley says: 


"Cloarly this difference in the value 


or purchasing power of tbe dollar of the 
two countries gives the manufacturer 
no advantage in purchasing his mate- 
rial. Indeed, the manufacturer of cot- 
ton in Japan is in this respect at a dis- 
advantage, for his cotton comes largely 
from the United States, and he must 
pay not only the freight but an addi- 
tional charge for the risk of the fluctu- 
ations of exchange resulting from the 
fact that Japan does not have the mone- 
tary standard of the commercial world. 
He obtains no advantage by the sale of 
his goods in the terms of a more valu- 
able currency, but, on the contrary, 
loses something by this brokerage. 


"The only way in writch-the manu- 


facturer in Japan can possibly obtain 
any advantage over the manufacturer 
here, from the fact that the Japanese 
yen, formerly equal, is now worth only 
half aa much astbe dollar of the United 
States, must therefore be through the 
failure of the wages of labor in Japan 
to riee as much as the yen has depreci- 
ated in ita relative value to gold since 
1873 ; while wages in the United States 
since 1873 have doubled, as estimated 
In silver, and have even risen 15 per 
Mat as estimated in gold.

' 'In other words, while on the one hand 


wages remain very nearly the same in 
silver in Japan as they were 23 years 
•go, when one Japanese yen was the 
equal in valne to one gold dollar, not- 
withstanding now one gold dollar will 
exchange for two Japanese yens, on the 
other hand, in the United States the 
wages paid by the manuf acterers are 
(or were in 1893) 15 per cent higher in 
gold, more than 100 per cent higher in 
silver and 26 per cent higher in purchas- 
ing power than they were a quarter of a 
century ago, in consequence of which 
the labor cost of production in Japan is 
largely diminished, while the labor cost 
of production in the United States has 
been increased, except as counteracted 
by a larger use of labor saving device*. " 


It is -evident, therefore, that whatever 


advantage a manufacturer or other em- 
ployer of labor in Japan obtains by be- 
ing able to pay his labor in silver at 
91.99 per ounce, bought abroad for 68 
cents per ounce, arises from practical 
robbery of the Japanese laborer through 
the use of depreciated money. 


Indeed, in a recent paper on the sub- 


ject, Mr. Jamieson, the English consul 
at Shanghai, presents, as an advantage 
of the silver standard to the manufac- 
turer, that by meani of it ho can "ob- 
tain his labor at half the cost which he 
formerly did." 


If there are any manufacturers in this 


country who are inclined to look upon 
Japan's silver standard as desirable for 
the United States as a means ot reduc- 
ing our wages of labor and increasing j 
their ability to compete with the im- 
ported products of cheap labor, they 
will speedily revise any such short- 
sighted view when they reflect that it 
is our high wages and 'our high stand- 
ard of living that make our consump- 
tion per capita so much larger than that 
of any other people and furnish our 
manufacturers and producers with a 
market for their products such as is 
known nowhere else and upon which 
rests the prosperity of our industries 
and our country. No monetary policy 
that would tend to dapreoiate our money 
and thus diminish the wages and pro- 
ducing power of the masses should be 
entertained,

Editor Lewis Talked Silver First and Mr. 


Williams Followed With a Lengthy 


6(M*cb. The Whole Silver Argu- 


ment Cone Over. H:nt and 


Humidity Terrible. 


The first btir gun of the campaign in 


this city -was fired last night in Odd Fel- 
lows' hall from the stiver aide of the 
forces. The Bring was attended with con- 
siderable demonstration and enthusiasm. 
George Fred Williams, whose coming has 
been advertised thoroughly, was the ce- 
lebrity present, and he was given a recep- 
tion that in point of numbers taking part 
in it passed very well. 


It was the intention to give Mr. Wil- 


liams a reception at the Wilson, hut the 
hour of his arrival was delayed from fire 
o'clock until 8 o'clock and the reception 
was necessarily abandoned. A little be- 
fore 8 o'clock Clapp's band inarched from 
its rooms to the Wilson and took up a po- 
sition in front of tbe hotel where a car- 
riage was standing waiting. lu the car. 
riage were Editor Lewis of the Pittsfield 
Journal and James E. Cadagon of Adams, 
alternate delegate to the Democratic con- 
vention at Chicago. After a. strain or two 
the band marched down to the depot and 
>was followed by the carriage. The heavy 
rain that had threatened to dampen 
fthe 
ardor of the 
people attending 


pie rally had disappeared, unless as it 
was seen in innd holes, and a gang of 
small boys with a lone broom and a few 
things tbat had been brooms picked its 
way behind the carriages, shouting; at not 
infrequent intervals. The sidewalk crowds 
moved in the direction the band went and 
when the express rolled into the depot 
there were probably 2000 men about the 
platform. Red fire blazed when the train 
came to a standstill and a good big cheer 
went up when Mr, Williams stepped over 
to tbe carriage. John H. Mack was added 
to the occupants of the conveyance and 
then it was started to the hall accompan- 
ied by the band. Everybody made a break 
tben for the hall. 


A good number of seats bad been taken 


In the hall before the first beat of the 
dram, bat when the speakers passed In 
upon the platform there was not one va- 
cant. Men were piled up in the rear of 
the auditorium, and out in the lobby was 
all that it could hold. They must have 
been all men of great powers of endur- 
ance) for probably there never 
has 


been a political rally held in this 
city when the 
heat and 
humidity 


was so great. 
When the 
people 


'had assembled the temperature increased 
frightfully. The window curtains hung 
as if their composition was iron and it 
ceased to be an inconvenience to sweat. 
Men (imply sat and grew smaller, allowed 
themselves to rapidly dicso T: away. A 
few wished to take some ol themselves 
home and get out while there was yet 
enough of them to hold out their clothes 
in shape. 


John H. Mack of this city presided and 


acquitted himself creditably, delivering a 
short and pointed address at tbe outset 
and introducing the speakers with apt 
remarks. 
The first speaker was Mr. 


Lewis of Fittsfleld. He took up a good 
deal of time and tbe audience grew rather 
impatient. 
He went over the whole 


silver argument as it is found daily in the 
columns of silver Journals, but was will- 
ing to admit tbat a return to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver would cheat 
some creditors. He exhibited a copy of 
the TRANSCRIPT and said he came with 
as much honesty of purpose to advocate 
the silver cause as he came .some time 
ago in tbe hope of helping some poor 
fellow by speaking under the auspices of 
tbe Salvation army. 


When Mr. Williams was presented Mr. 


Mack referred to him as the next gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. The speaker had 
just stepped forward when the band 
struck up "The Star Spangled Banner" 
and be was compelled to stand before his 
audience for a few seconds and receive 
very hearty applause. Mr. Williams was 
very favorably received, applause being 
liberally distributed despite the risks of 
the melting process that every exertion 
incurred. He spoke at very great length 
and faithfully presented the silver argu- 
ment, taking care to go into fundamental 
things with reference to money so that 
everyone present might understand him. 
He said all a speaker can hope to do with 
the great question is to start some kind of 
argument that I is hearers may follow up 
among themselves. He is pleased with 
his reception and takes it that a man may 
change bis mind and not lose the respect 
of the people. 


He stated tbat the demonetization of 


silver in 1873 has caused a fall in prices 
which has placed industry in despair and 
almost ruin. The Democratic party de- 
mands a return to the old conditions. The 
principal new thing he said was that the 
countries producing the metals in the 
largest quantities have always fixed the 
ratio and that the metal produced in the 
largest quantities was always held at the 
highest price. 
To prove this he went 


into the history of money from 1497. He 
argued that this country Is great enough 
to maintain the ratio' of 16 to 1, repudiated 
repudiation and declared that silver was 
discredited by administrations and holds 
tbat the gold standard is in use without 
tbe will of the people. 
He paid his re- 


spects to tbe forces he alleges are at work 
to elect McEinley and secure the gold 
standard and demanded the system that 
•will bring back prosperity to the work of 
an honest people.

"FEVER HAS STKUCK CLARKSBURG." 


Coin's Financial School Is Doing the Busi-

GEORGE FRED WILLIAMS' GARBLING. 


The dishonesty of a debater wag never 


brought out more pronouncedly than that 
of George Fred Williams at Newburyport 
lint week. He garbled and twisted a quo- 
tation as trickily and shamelessly as any 
JH ttifogger. 
Tho Boston Herald best 


exposes him, and many of onr readers 
luve doubtless read the opinions of the 
authority George Fred so flagrantly mis' 
quoted. The Boston paper shows AVif 
limns dishonesty as follows: 


On that occasion Williams was trying 


to establish the point that "the United 
States can, alone and unassisted, lift 
silver to a parity with gold at the ratio oi 
sixteen to one." 


In support of this position he quoted 


tlie utterances of several foreign bimetal- 
lists, whom he described as "the great 
thinkers of Europe." 
Foremost In the 


list was |Dr. Otto Arendt. "There is one 
man in Germany," said Mr. Williams, 
"who is recognized as a leading authority 
in that empire upon the question of 
bimetallism." 


It i3 Dr. Otto Arendt, and these are nol 


:ill, but a few, 
of his words, for I can onlj 


repeat a few, wherein he sneaks in an- 
swer to the question whether the United 
btates can, single-handed, restore the 
parity between the metals " 


Here follows Dr. Arendt's opinion ax 


quoted by Mr. Williams: 


If a Democratic free silver President lie 


< leoted, he will have the fate of the world's 
nlver movement in his hands. If, using 
tlie weight of his influence, he convoke an 
international monetary conference, on the 
understanding that the United States 
gov- 
ernment is committed to the free coinage 
uf silver and gold at the ratio of sixteen 
to one, he will be sure to obtain tbe adhc- 
MOII, first of France and Russia, then of 
(rermany, and, finally, of England as well. 
If the Democrats win the prudential cam- 
paign and proceed warily, they can. prac- 
ically force the world to accept an inter- 
national bimetallic standard at the ratio 
of sixteen to one. There can be no ques- 
tion of any other ratio. 


I am convinced that as soon as the Wall 
street gold bugs see what way things are 
t:oiiig, they would take the next steamer 
to Europe and would move heaven anil 
earth to induce the European governments 
to adopt bimetallism. 


To this quotation Mr. Williams adds: 


"He (Dr. Arendt) goes on to nay that in 
his belief, and no man in Germany, 01 
perhaps in Europe, is better informexf, 
•Russia and France are agreed for thii 
result.'" 


When Mr. Williams closed his state 


mentofDr. Arendt's position there was 
not, 
we venture to say, a man in the 


Newburyport.audience who did not sup 
pose that the great German bimetallist 
had given his warm approval to tbe 
policy of independent free coinage In the 
United States at the ratio of sixteen to 
one as a long and sure step to interim-, 
ttonal bimetallism. 
Though Mr. Will- 


iams had stated that he could not repeat 
all of Dr. Arendl's words, no one ran 
have imagined that the words omitted 
by him contained a direct condemnation 
of the policy of independent free coin- 
age, here at sixteen to one, which Mr. 
Williams so heartily approves. Yet, that 
is the exact truth, as will be seen when 
we supply Iroin the text of Dr. Arcudt's 
letter the assertions to this effect «o 
trickily hidd en by Mr. Williams. 


After stating, as quoted by Mr. Williams, 


that: "If a Democratic treo silver Presi- 
dent be elected be will have the fate o| 
the world's free silver movement in his 
hands," Dr. Arendt went on to say: "By 
careful tactics be may secure the complete 
triumph ol the double standard—for, 1 
take it, the American silver men are not 
tilver uioncmetallists—or by rash tactics 
he may ruin the cause for long yean to 
come." 
Not a word of this significant 


admonition is to be found in Mr. Williams' 
quotation. 
>"or is there any allusion to 


tbe graphic warning given to Dr. Arendl 
Of the evils ot independent free coinage. 
To supply the omission we quote it below: 


But if the silver party when flushed 
with victory proceed to coin unlimited 
quantities pi -.liver at the old ratio, with- 
out any kind of international arrange- 
ment, it will, it is true, bring about a 
tem- 


porary rise in the price of silver, but that 
will be followed by depression severer 
than any yet known. 
The economic con- 
ditions in America would be disturbed, 
gold would be withdrawn and would go to 
strengthen the gold party in Europe, 
while the cause of silver would be 
acriously discredited. 


It will be seen that the German econo- 


mist, whom Mr. Williams called In and 
•whose remarks he 10 shamelessly garbled, 
to not a friendly, but a hostile, witness, 
when bis testimony is fairly set forth.

SUBSIDIZED SHIPS. 


WHY AMERICAN CANNOT COMPETE 


WITH FOREIGN LINES. 


Foreign Mall gteamntilp Companie* Can 


Carry Freight! Cheaper Because They 
Are Well raid For Tran»portin| Malli. 
Mew Light on an Old Matter. 


Sir Thomas Sutherland, president of 


the Peninsular and Oriental Steamship 
company, In a recent report to his stock- 
holders has contributed eome authori- 
tative information as to the existence of 
British itearuflhip enbridies, which the 
free trade prpers in this country persist 
iu .claiming aavo no existence in fact. 
We quote Sir Thomas: 


"There it, I know, a section of the 


public who profets to beliore that a aub- 
•idy is paid to > mail company as a sort 
of generous gift on the part of the gov- 
ernment toward tho proprietors of that 
company, that it ia paid without any 
commensurate service being'rendered, 
and that the company U able to live and 
thrive merely on the strength of being 
• mail carrier and receiving a mail sub- 
sidy. There can be no greater delusion, 
if indeed that idea is really seriously 
entertained in any quarter. Wo havo 
been paid during the last ten years a 
very considerable mm of money, but iu 
carrying oat the service involved, which 
has been-paid for at a far lower xate 
than that given by foreign governments 
for similar services under their flags, 
the actual carrying out of the contracts 
has involved an expenditure by this 
company in ten years of something like 
$18,000,000 or (20,000,000 more than 
has been received throughout the ten 
years from the state." 


Wo are glad to know, authoritatively, 


that there is at least one British steam- 
ship company in actual receipt of "a 
sttbiidy" from the British government. 
We hope this point -will no longer be 
denied by the free traders. But we never 
for a moment supposed, nor do we know 
of anybody else who supposed, that the 
British government, or any other gov- 
ernment! WM paying subsidies for noth- 
ing. Of course there is a measure of re- 
turn, and that consists in the transpor- 
tation of the mails. 


But what we do claim and always 


have claimed is that the subsidies paid 
by the British, and other foreign govern- 
ments to their respective steamship 
companies carrying mail matter have 
been for larger than the miserable pit- 
tances doled out to American steam- 
ships performing similar services for 
tho American government. 


The foreign mail steamers start on 


their voyages with a larger amount of 
the expenses of each trip guaranteed 
through the mail subsidy than the 
American steamships can secure. Our 
lines are handicapped iu their expen.se 
aocoant to the extent of the difference 
between the subsidies paid by foreign 
and American governments. Our lines 
are titill further handicapped by the 
higher wages that are paid to American 
officers and crows. Therefore tho foreign 
mail steamers can afford to carry freight 
at lower rates than American BtcamcrR, 
thus securing the business, or, if the 
freight rate be the same by all lines, 
the foreigners can make a profit on the 
voyage where American steamship com- 
panies would have to charge up a loss. 
The risks of the steamshipping business 
arc pointed out by Sir Thomas Suther- 
land n* follows: "Who could possibly 
have imagined that within the so last 
t*n years the rates of freight would 
have fallen to the miserable point ut 
which we find them today? Who could 
posKiblj have imagined that silver 
woald today be worth little more than 
half what it was worth ten years ago, 
thus involving tho operations of this 
country in a most serious and onerous 
charge for loss in exchange? And who 
is ablt) to say what may take place 
within the next ton years?" 


\Vo behove that tho foreign mail 


steamship companies honestly earn every 
penny that is paid them for carrying 
mails. We also brlirvo that American 
companies eni-u far more than is paid 
them, and wo want to seo these compen- 
sations equalized, or if there is to bo 
any advantage let it be on tlie American 
side. 
Tho difficulties of low freight 


rates nnd ether things that confront 
the P. and O. company arc equally 
pertinent RS applied to the Puciflc Mail, 
Ooean:o, Occidental and Oriental lines 
that pry between the Pacific coast and 
Australia, China and Japan. Wo have 
the fact settled that subsidies are paid 
to British steamships for mail transpor- 
tation, so now let us get the fact equally 
established that the rates paid to Amer- 
ican steamships for transporting Amer- 
ican mails shall be on as liberal a scale. 


MONEY ANp THE CREDITOR CLASS. 


Whan the Uaunre of Value Varies, the 


Laborer Get* the Worat of It. 


ProbablJ no question that has ever 


been made a political issue appeals more 
strongly to our selfishness than the mon- 
ey question. The value of all the prop- 
erty we possess is expressed in the terma 
of money, and not our property only but 
pur labor. 


A horse, a cow, a comer lot, a share 


of stock, a bond or a note are all meas- 
cred as to their transferable value by 
money. They are worth so much. So 
of our labor, whether in the professions, 
the skillful trades or in more manual 
employments. \Vo aro worth/ao much 
an hour or a day or a week by the serv- 
ices wo are able to render, and we ore 
paid accordingly. Tha result is, if we 
tire, not fooln, that we waut the best 
money that circulates in exchange for 
our services or onr property, and the less 
onr income tho more we want the best 


The contention, therefore, seems un- 


answerable that a government or a com- 
munity should establish the highest 
standard of money whereby to measure 
those exchanges of labor and property 
which constitute the business of the 
world. If this is not done, and the meas- 
ure of value becomes variable, who suf- 
fers? The men who have large resources 
behind them or the men who have noth- 
ing but their bauds and brains? Most 
assuredly the latter. A well known 
banker of this town has often been heard 
to aay that tho money standard did not 
and could not affect him, for he could 
make money whether we were on a gold 
or silver basis. So he could, and so can 
any capitalist. It is tho man who de- 
pends upon his labor that would suffer 
by a depreciated currency. 


It is the creditor class of the com- 


munity, therefore, which is most inter- 
ested in preserving tho stability of the 
currency and. its high value. But of 
whom is the creditor class composed? 
Manifestly of those to whom something 
is due from day to day, from week to 
week and from month to mouth. These 
are the laboring people, the men at the 
desk, at the counter, at the forge, at 
tho bench and at the plow. The toiler 
who patiently wields the shovel and 
the pick when nightfall comes is a cred- 
itor, and he is entitled to be paid for 
his day's labor in the beet money the 
country affords. And so throughout the 
whole round of employment where men 
and women receive wages. 


Is it not, then, inexplicable that a. 


large proportion of those who iu the 
sweat of their face earn their daily 
bread, laying by perhaps a trifle from 
week to week toward a rainy day, de- 
positing it ill n savings bank—that 
these should be led away by the cry for 
cheap money? Wlmt do they tirant with 
cheap money, or "poor man's" money? 
If there is any difference, why should 
they not have rich men's money?—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald.

ENGLAND'S METROPOLIS. 


London M It Warn IB th. Karllnt Days of 


Its Existence. 
>^_ 


We first bear of London in any Im- 


portant sense as » city of Roman Brit- 
ain. The incoming of tbe Saxon -con- 
querors is followed by newly 800 years 
of nubrokeu silence, and it is this long 
period which has caused some historians 
to assnino, ruther than prove, that Ro- 
man iioiwlou • had altogether ceased to 
exist. But whan tbe light of history is 
again shed upon this part of the newly 
nmde England there is much to show 
that London had, to a large extent, pre- 
served her independence as a place of 
commerce and civic organization. Tko 
Saxon settlements appear all round her, 
nud perhaps the little village of Char- 
ing, within a mile of her walls, affords 
the most significant testimony to tho 
Saxon settlement* round London rather 
than in London. 


The Saxon conquororn appear as polit- 


ical masters of London and introduced 
into her municipal life the felkmoot, 
which originally met in tbe opeii air ou 
a piece of land near Paul's Cross and 
which is perhaps represented by the 
Common hall of tho citizens of London 
of the present day; many Teutonic cus- 
toms which Ho imbedded in tho munic- 
ipal usages of medieval times, many 
Democratic innovations in municipal 
institutions which appear throughout 
the early Tears of Plantagenet rule, 
when tho "common people" orer and 
over again asserted their right to take 
part in the municipal elections and 
transactions ~ot the day. But both the 
settlements round London nnd the po- 
litical lordship over London, do not ap- 
pear to have made London a Saxon city 
nnd its municipal institutions of Saxou 
origin. The lex meroatoria of Roman 
London seems never to have quite died 
out. 


In the court of the merchants there 


wero always professional lawyers, and 
perhaps the most remarkable survival of 
Roman institutions in Britain is the 
practice of tho t>ld order of sergeants at 
law, who assembled in the nave of tho 
old St. Paul's cathedral, each sergeant 
having been allotted a special pillar in 
the cathedral at his appointment, where 
he met his clients in legal consultation, 
hearing the facts of the case, taking 
notes of the evidence or pacing up and 
down. This is tho exact parallel to tlio 
assembling of the Roman jurisperiti at 
early morn iu the forum to consult with 
their clients and cannot be explained 
except by the theory of direct continu- 
ance of practice from Roman times.— 
Contemporary Review.

But the food supply in New yr»rk 
could be mado to lapt as long 91 the 
Paris siege lasted, and the people would 
still bo comfortable. — Ladies' Home

are noticeable this season. A rather 
large, almost square, note With an ob- 
long envelope takes the place of last 
year's -octavo size, for which a square 
envelope was required. 


The principal reason for this reversal 


of sizes is that the square note accom- 
modates better the frequently long lines 
of names and date, while, by engraving 
the lines slightly closer to each other a 
handsome marginal effect /is produced, 
one that would be entirely lost upon 
the narrower note. The new style of en- 
graving is » plain Ecript without flour- 
ish, small enough to enable all the 
names to be spelled ont in full. 


Then the oblong envelope is not no 


slender as to be classed commercial, and 
it admits of a superscription in the fash- 
ionably large lettering affected by wom- 
en of society. The quality of paper re- 
mains the same as formerly and is the 
white parohment or kid finish, which, 
under the pressure of the printing roll- 
ers, is rendered comparatively smooth. 
Tbe square or fancy flap of the envelope 
has been entirely superseded by tho 
plain, modest, pointed one. 


In addition to the foregoing The La- 


dies' Home Journal notes a decided 
tendency among high grade printers to 
discard tbe me of punctuation marks 
or to only partially punctuate their best 
class of work, and this idea is rapidly 
gaining recognition in the execution of 
wedding invitations and announce- 
ments. With many of the commas and 
periods eliminated from the ends of en- 
graved lines a wedding note acquires a 
decidedly artistic appearance. Their nee 
has for some time been discarded en 
visiting cards and note paper address 
dies, to the decided improvement of the 
same. 


The Roman or block letter is becom- 


ing more popular as the style of en- 
graving for visiting card plates, while 
the fashionably thin card of two sheet 
quality is eminently proper. While some 
prefer the very thin OIM sheet card (two 
sheets of paper pasted together) its use 
Is to be discouraged, as it is too thin to 
be handled conveniently with a gloved 
hand. It is also difficult to print. The 
slightest imperfection in the card is 
ground ont, and this eventually rains 
tbe surface of the plate. Hence the me- 
dium weight two sheet is the accepted 
thickness, which enables more cards be- 
ing earned in a cat-dense than formerly, 
when tbe heavier three sheet board wai 
papular. 


Cards for both men and women are 


considerably smaller, and the senpt en- 
graving is finer in consequence, follow- 
ing more closely the English style than 
the Parisian, which is large and with 
flourished. The block or Roman letter 
plate is very English, and with those 
affecting London styles it finds great 
favor. The price more than doubles that 
of Script engraving.

WORK OF THE HEAT. 


Hanr Prostrations and Deaths from tho 


Hot Wavo Throughout tho KMt. 


New York, Aug. 11.—The unusual 


heat, lasting for an unusual length of 
time, has been the cause of hundreds 
of deaths in New York during the past 
five days, and the hospitals have been 
filled with victims, prostrated in the 
streets, places of business and in their 
homes. The weather bureau gives 
little promise of abatement in the heat 
for several days. The heat to-day con- 
tinues and the number of deaths from 
its terrific force reported by the police 
during the past twenty-four hours 
number nearly fifty, while the pros- 
trations run into the hundreds. The 
same situation exists in Brooklyn and 
Jersey City, while dispatches from all 
points in New Jersey, New York, 
Pennsylvania and the New England 
states tell of great suffering and deaths 
due to the extreme hot weather. It 
is slightly cooler to-day over the 
greater portion of the lake region and 
central Mississippi valley, and from 
Maryland southward to Georgia.
